When it comes to the Shortwave bands, 
undoubtedly there is room for modernization as how people interact with the stations broadcasting on 
the bands have and are continually changing. But that change can NOT come from interfering with 
existing services! 


The Shortwave Modernization Coalition, in their petition, stated there was no evidence that their 
experimental licenses ever interfered with any proposed neighbors... we now know that is suspect. 


The NCTA in its comment provided testimony that Comcast in 2022/23 encountered two instances of 
interference in Washington State. 


The ARRL in its comment, notes that in its research of the experimental licensees paperwork, that the 
stations were in fact using parameters inconsistent with RM-11953! The validity of an unannounced 
experiment is open to debate, but when the parameters of the experiment don’t even match the 
petition, THAT certainly INVALIDS the presumption! 


The ARRL also notes the Dayton Group in their comment actually documented the transmission of 
WI2XXG and observed substantial interference into the amateur radio band! 


| and the groups | represent could care less about what activities the petitioners wish to engage, as long 
as they do NOT interfere with existing services they are proposing to be band neighbors with. The 
documented evidence thus far demonstrates that both in filed paperwork and experimental transmitted 
action, the Shortwave Modernization Coalition current petition is worthy of OPPOSITION.
